in the London "Referee," who claim' 
to have particulars of experlinem 
with a new type ;nr-craft which 
are to be carried out shortly in Ger­ 
many.

trans-Atlantic flight 
between Eu­ 
rope and America in the Ira redible

recent test.

states, will be carried out by Herr 
Wilhelm Raabe, a German pilot 
who intends to drive an airship tit 
ted with “rockets" similar to those 
which piloted the German mystery 
car on its record-breaking trip.

Referee states, "that the rocket ear 
will revolutionize aviation, and al­ 
though 
popular imagination 
may 
boggle at the idea of flying thirty 
miles above the ground, the Ger­ 
man inventors are confident that 
their ‘wonder plane’ will be as safe 
as the present day mode of flying.

“Air resistance in tha$e heights 
which have never been reached bv 
human beings so Jar, is so small 
that it will hardly play any part 
at all. Consequently, it will be pos 
' sible to achieve far higher speeds 
j than in the lower strata of atm os- 
' phere.

“To combat the risk of life en- 
J countered in high rarified air, the 
¡new airplane will be hermetically 
sealed, and made 
air 
proof

pressure-proof 
It will be heated > im 
so that normal conditions prevail 
Inside the cabin 
To enable flying through rarl 
fled atmosphere, a vehicle is wanted 
which will not be based on the kite 
principle, and not on any aero­ 
dynamic principle 
It is necessary 
that the machine .should bo able to 
do without air support altogether 
that it should rise and go forward 
with its own independent powers.
